Evergood was a student at Eton College in England i: in 1915 to 1919 and attended 
Trinity Hall College, Cambridge University, England from 1919 to 1920. He 
was at the Slade School of Art in London from 1921 to 1923. Evergood is an 
artist and resides at Hast Patchogue, Long Island, New York. 


Evergood has been listed as a sponsor for the following organizations:
